Miss Thornton now reports that 
ho can talk twenty minutes without

But he l8 not prepared to pay 
it and does not expect to pay It until 
It is due. 

1'hen the man to whom be gives the 
note wants cash— and wants It now. 
He knows he will get his money In six 
months but he wants It Immediately. 
He takes the note to a bank and dis- 
counts it The bank knows the note is 
good, that it is fully secured and will 
be paid at maturity but because the 
holder wants it now, it will only al- 
low his $860 6n the note. 

Therefore by wanting It now, tke 
holder of th eperfectty good note loses 
$160 and Interest and the bank be- 
cause it is willing to wait until the 
debt la due, makes $160 and interest.
